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I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31.  12.  63. 

The  Ceiriog  District  is  large  in  area  as  it  covers  63*269  acres,  but  unfor- 
tunately its  population  is  dwindling  in  common  with  most  rural  districts • 

The  basic  industries  of  mining  at  Chirk  and  slate  quarrying  at  Glynceiriog 
have  long  ceased  to  function  consequently  the  district  now  depends  mainly 
on  agriculture.  New  industries  are  an  urgent  necessity  to  bring  new  life 
to  the  area.  Nd*r  that  the  proposal  of  the  Boundary  Commission  has  ceased 
to  “be  a threat  to  the  entity  of  the  Ceiriog  District  the  Council  can  consider 
its  plans  for  the  future  with  greater  confidence. 

The  closing  of  the  Sicocndary  llordernSchoolg  was  a serious  blow  to  the  community 
but  with  the  promise  of  a new  school  at  Chirk  there  is  hope  for  the  future. 
During  the  year  the  general  health  of  the  community  has  been  very  good  apart 
ftom  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  spring  months. 

POPULATION  - The  estimated  population  as  given  by  the  Registrar  General  was 
7.260  as  compared  to  7.270  in  1962  and  7.352  as  shown  by  census  figures  ix 
1S1.  These  figures  show  a small  fall  each  year  which  indicate  a constant 
drain  of  people  away  from  the  district. 

The  census  figures  (1961)  showed  that  Chirk  was  the  only  village  with  ax 
increasing  population  while  all  the  villages  in  the  valleys  were  reduced 
in  numbers  since  the  1951  census • This  is  to  be  expected  in  agricultural 
areas  as  a result  of  mxchanisation  and  modern  methods  of  farming. 

Horse  ploughing  and  milking  by  hand  are  things  of  the  past  and  so  the  number 
of  farm  workers  becomes  less.  If  new  industries  could  be  persuaded  to  come 
to  the  Ceiriog  district,  this  downward  trend  could  be  reversed. 

BIRTHS  - There  was  a total  of  105  live  births  notified  during  1963  as  compared 
to  137  live  births  in  1962.  This  3hows  a fall  of  32  ix  the  number  of  births. 
The  births  included  62  boys  and  43  girls,  so  that  the  boys  had  a majority  of 
19  over  the  girls,  whereas  in  1962  the  girls  had  a majority  of  11. 

There  were  3 illegitimate  births  included  in  the  total  births  as  compared  to 
6 in  1962.  The  illegitimate  babies  included  1 boy  and  2 girls,  this  reduced 
figure  is  encouraging  in  view  of  the  fact  that  illegitimacy  is  increasing 
throughout  the  country  as  a whole,  due  to  the  increase  in  promiscuity  amomg 
young  persons.  However  the  lot  of  the  illegitimate  child  is  now  far  happier 
than  it  used  to  be.  The  social  stigma  has  vanished  and  the  children  can  be 
cared  for  in  goofi  homes  or  adopted  by  suitable  families  if  so  desired. 

The  majority  of  the  births  take  place  in  the  local  hospitals  which  include 
Cliirk  Hospital,  Oswestry  Hospital  and  The  Maelor  Hospital,  Wrexham. 

Hospital  confinements  are  preferred  by  most  mothers  because  they  feel  a 
greater  sense  of  security  and  can  get  more  rest  there. 
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BIRTH  RATE  (Comparability  factor  1.12) 

The  Crude  Birth  Rate  was  14.66  which  when  adjusted  for  comparison  with 
England  and  Wales  came  to  16.19.  The  figures  for  1962  were,  crude  birth  rate  1 
18.84?  adjusted  birth  rate  20.53.  That  for  England  and  Wales  for  1963  was  18.2. 
This  year  our  birth  rate  has  fallen  below  the  national  figure. 

STILL  BIRTHS 

There  was  a total  of  2 still  births  registered  this  year  as  compared  to  3 
during  1962.  The  still  birth  rate  was  19.00,  that  for  England  and  Wales 
was  17.3. 

DEATHS 

There  was  a total  of  86  deaths  registered  during  1963  as  compared  to  95 
registered  in  1962,  This  shows  a reduction  of  9 in  the  number  of  deaths  following 
on  a reduction  of  5 in  1962,  which  figures  show  that  Ceiriog  is  a healthy 
district  to  live  in.  The  deaths  included  51  Males  and  35  Females  so  that  16 
more  males  died  than  females.  This  year  the  number  of  deaths  for  each  age 
group  has  been  given  and  we  find  that  64  deaths  occurred  among  persons  over 
65  years  while  only  22  deaths  occurred  among  persons  under  6 5 years. 

DEATH  RATE  ('Comparability  factor  l.dO. 

The  crude  death  rate  was  11. 84  which  when  adjusted  came  to  11.95.  That  for 
England  and  Wales  was  12.2 

INFANT  DEATHS 

There  was  only  1 infant  death  registered  during  1963  as  compared  to  4 deaths 
in  1962  which  is  a big  improvement.  The  baby  was  a boy  and  -died  under  the 
age  on  1 year. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  1963  was  9.52  as  compared  to  29.00  for  1962. 

This  shows  a marked  reduction  and  brings  our  figure  well  below  that  for 
England  and  Wales  which  was  20.9. 

CAUSES  OF  IEATH 

The  diseases  that  take  the  heaviest  toll  of  life  are  cancer  and  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulation.  Cancer  was  responsible  for  16  deaths  while  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulation  caused  45  deaths  these  together  accounting  for 
a total  of  61  of  the  86  deaths  registered. 

15  Deaths  were  due  to  coronary  thrombosis  of  whom  12  were  men  of  55  years 

and  over  and  3 women  all  over  75  years  of  age.  22  deaths  were  due  to  strokes 

which  included  9 men  aged  55  and  over  and  13  women  all  over  65  years. 

There  were  4 deaths  from  lung  cancer  this  year  who  were  all  males  aged  45  and 

over.  The  Ministry  of  Health  is  much  concerned  over  the  increase  in  deaths 

from  lung  cancer  inthe  last  20  years.  In  1940  there  were  5000  deaths  but  in 

i960  they  had  risen  to  20,000  and  in  1962  reached  the  frightening  total  of 
27p00  deaths  in  the  year.  2.. 
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CAUSES  OF  DEATH  continued 

The  Ministry  have  repeatedly  urged  upon  local  authorities  to  bring  home  to 
the  public  the  dangers  to  health  of  smoking  cirgarettes  in  particular.!  here 
is  the  ^.nes capable  fact  that  "heavy  smokers"  have  thirty  times  the  death  rate 
of  non-smokers.  Cn  the  other  hand  the  sales  of  cigarettes  are  so  fantastic 
that  successive  governments  have  exacted  a fabulous  tax  on  tobacco  sales 
amounting  to  £800, million,  which  is  paid  by  the  willing  victim  without  a murmur. 
Campaigns  to  reduce  smoking  have  so  far  proved  unavailing  and  it  is  sad  to  see 
that  the  worst  offenders  are  the  young  while  their  elders  do  not  think  it 
worth  while  to  set  an  example. 

PREVENTION  and  C PETROL  over  NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases  Amendment)  regulations  I960  require  all 
notifiable  infectious  diseases  to  be  notified  to  the  District  Medical  Officer 

of  Health,  so  that  measures  can  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  infection 

and  if  possible  trace  the  source.  There  was  a total  of  84  infectious  diseases 

notified  during  1963  as  compared  to  7 during  1962.  The  considerable  increase 

in  numbers,  was  due  to  an  epidemic  of  Measles  which  occurred  in  the  spring  months 
when  80  cases  of  Measles  were  notified,  the  4 other  cases  were  Tuberculosis 

which  included  3 males,  and  1 female. 

The  Tuberculosis  cases  numbered  2 less  than  in  1962  when  there  were  6. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  pays  visits  to  our  district  to  give  the  general 
population  a chance  of  getting  a chest  X-Ray  free  of  charge  and  without  much 
trouble.  The  last  visit  of  the  mobile  unit  was  in  1962  but  the  attendance 
was  poor.  The  object  of  the  X-Ray  Unit  is  to  find  any  unsuspected  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  in  the  community  at  an  early  date.  When  treatment  is  give  in 
good  time,  a cure  is  almost  certain. 

IMMUNISATION  and  VACCINATION 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  these  services  which 
may  be  obtained  free  of  charge  at  the  various  maternity  and  child  welfare 
clinics  or  through  the  General  Practitioner.  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  is  begun  at  the  age  of  3 months  when  a course  of 
3 injections  is  given  at  intervals  of  1 month.  There  was  a total  of  84 
children  who  received  primary  courses  while  63  older  children  received  Boosting 
doses.  Hu  cases  of  Diptheria  have  occurred  in  our  district  for  many  years 
as  a result  of  immunisation  but  if  this  happy  state  of  affairs  is  to  continue 
it  is  necessary  that  more  than  75%  of  the  child  population  should  be  protected. 

VACCINATION 

The  figures  for  vaccination  against  Small  *ox  fell  steeply  as  compared  to 
1962  when  people  flocked  to  be  vaccinated  owing  to  a serious  outbreak  of 
Small  Pox  in  South  Wales.  There  were  19  primary  vaccinations  and  5 revaccin- 
ations as  compared  to  277  primary  and  146  revaccinations  in  1962.  These 
figures,  show  that  people  need  to  be  "scared"  before  they  will  take  precautions. 
It  is  compulsory  to  be  vaccinated  before  one  can  go  to  certain  foreign  countries 
on  holiday  or  for  other  reasons. 
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POLIO  VACCINATION 

Since  Polio  Vaccination  has  been  practiced  throughout  the  country  the  number  of 
cases,  has  been  greatly  reduced.  In  recent  years  only  one  case  occurred  in  1962 
in  an  old  man  who  had  not  been  immunised.  This  infection  will  attack  adults  as 
frequently  as  children,  it  is  therefore  equally  important  for  them  to  seek 
protection.  Unfortunately  very  few  are  now  coming  forward  and  if  unprotected 
are  completely  at  the  mercy  of  this  dangerous  infection.  30  Persons  received 
primary  doses  and  44  persons  received  boosting  doses. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council  owns  10  small  water  undertakings  which  supply  the  different  villages 
and  farms  of  our  district.  They  are  all  chlorinated  except  one  small  undertaking 
at  Bwlchyddar  and  the  waters  are  subject  to  bacteriological  examination  periodically. 
These  showed  22  satisfactory  results  and  8 unsatisfactory.  The  question  of 
fluoridation  of  the  water  supplies,  as  advocated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  has 
been  left  in  abeyance  in  view  of  the  possible  take  over  of  our  water  undertakings 
at  a future  date.  It  is  considered  probable  that  within  the  next  few  years  the 
undertakings  at  Llanarmon  D.G.,  Llansilin  and  Chirk  are  likely  to  run  short  of 
water.  Regarding  Llansilin  arrangements  will  be  made  with  the  Liverpool  Corpor- 
ation for  extra  water  to  this  area.  Extra  local  water  may  be  obtained  for 

Llanarmon  while  Chirk  will  receive  an  extra  supply  from  the  Wrexham  & East  Denbigh- 
shire new  water  main  at  Whitehurst. 

HOUSING  & SLUM  CLEARANCE 

The  Housing  Rent  and  Repairs  Act, 1954  required  local  authorities  to  submit  pro- 
posals for  dealing  with  unfit  houses  in  their  areas.  A survey  was  carried  out 
in  1955,  this  survey  showed  that  427  houses  fell  in  Grade  IV,  these  could  be 
made  reasonably  fit  by  re  conditioning.  74  Houses  were  classed  as  Grade  V.  which 
are  judged  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  beyond  repair  at  reasonable 
expense.  So  far  it  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  the  proposals  owing  to 
lack  of  houses. 

HOUSING 

Old  People  s Bungalows  are  now  in  great  demand  and  are  proving  very  popular. 

During  the  year  29  bungalows  and  4 houses  were  being  erected  throughout  the 
district  which  included  10  Bungalows  at  Rhosywaun,  6 Bungalows  at  Llanrhaeadr, 

5 Bungalows  & 4 Houses  at  Llansilin  and  8 Bungalows  at  Llwynmawr. 

As  a safety  precaution  a speech  call  system  is  installed  in  the  bungalows  with 
a warden  in  charge. 

The  question  of  erecting  three  storey  flats  at  Rhosywaun  is  also  being  considered* 
BHIRK  GREEN  IMPROVEMENT  SCHEME 

The  28  houses  at  Chirk  Green  included  in  this  scheme  have  been  undergoing 
Improvements  and  supplied  with  modern  amenities.  The  internal  alterations  are 
now  complete  and  the  external  works  are  progressing  well. 

As  no  new  council  houses  have  been  built  this  year  the  policy  of  buying  old 
properties,  and  improving  them  is  all  the  more  necessary. 
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SEWERAGE  and  PRAINAGE 

The  present  sewage  works,  at  Chirk  is  proving  incapable  of  dealing  with 
the  load  thrown  upon  it*  Schemes  for  extending  the  sewage  disposal  works 
have  been  under  consideration  with  a view  to  providing  for  all  foreseeable 
future  development  in  the  area  and  for  an  increase  in  population  of  up  to 
4*420  in  Chirk.  Work  was  completed  on  the  sewerage  disposal  scheme  at 
Pentrefelin,  while  work  on  the  scheme  at  Dolywern  & Llwynmawr  is  nearing 
completion. 

CHIROPQPY  SERVICE 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  chiefly  for  the  benefit  of 
old  age  pensioners  who  suffer  severely  from  foot  complaints  and  require 
regular  treatment  by  a fully  trained  chiropodist.  Patients  are  seen  by 
appointment  and  are  allowed  half  an  hour  each.  The  treatment  centre  is  at 
Chirk  and  is  the  only  one  in  the  District.  There  were  59  persons  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

BCMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  although  of  great  service 
in  towns  is  not  made  so  much  use  of  in  rural  areas  where  people  are  more 
ready  to  help  each  other.  Only  10  old  people  and  3 chronic  persons  required 
the  assistance  of  Home  Helps  during  19&3. 


I have  received  the  same  kindness  and  consideration  from  the  Council 
throughout  the  year,  for  which  I am  grateful. 

I should  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  Aubrey  and  his  staff  for  their  work 
during  the  year. 

Finally,  I must  acknowledge  the  help  and  advice  of  Mr.  Butler,  Glerk 
of  the  Council,  and  of  Mr.  R.T. Jones,  the  Chief  Financial  Officer.

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HOUSING 


A Survey  is  being  carried  out  of  all  houses  in  the  area  which  are  without 
waterclosets  and  bathrooms,  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to  induce  owners 
to  provide  these  amenities . 

Since  improvement  grants  has  been  in  operation  the  Council  has  received 
48  applications  for  Standard  Grants  and  91  lor  Discretionary  Grants, 

The  Council  have  purchased  74  houses  at  Chirk  Green  of  which  28  have  'been 
provided  with  the  full  amenities  and  a further  contract  for  23  houses  is 
being  carried  out. 

The  housing  of  old  people  is  now  much  to  the  fore  and  the  Council  has  under 
construction  29  Bungalows  in  various  parts  of  the  district  and  4 houses  at 
Llansilin  to  re -house  tenants  from  condemned  properties. 

HOUSING  REPAIRS  ACCOUNT

MILK  & DAIRIES 

It  was  not  necessary  to  institute  formal  proceedings  under  the  Act  for  any 
breach  of  Regulations . Advice  on  structural  improvements  was  given  where 
necessary. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  a Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  scheme  has  been  completed  at 
Pentrefelin  and  work  commenced  on  a similar  scheme  for  Dolywern  and  Llwynmawr. 

The  completion  of  this  last  scheme  brings  the  area  to  the  position  of  every 
village  over  12  or  more  properties  being  provided  in  the  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  scheme.  The  sewage  disposal  problem  at  Chirk  where  a works  constructed 
over  40  years  ago  is  seriously  overloaded  is  still  under  consideration. 

Curing  the  year  the  problem  has  been  further  complicated  by  the  possibility  of 
an  Industrial  Trading  Estate  being  erected  in  the  area.  A scheme  comprising 
approximately  50  acres  of  land  for  industrial  use  and  110  acres  for  residential 
development  in  conjunction  with  industry  is  being  prepared  by  the  County  Planning 
Officer.  The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  (Messrs  J.D.  &D.M.Watson)  are  pre- 
paring a report  covering  both  residential  and  possible  industrial  development  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Council. 

As  conditions  at  this  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  far  from  satisfactory  it  is  hoped 
no  time  will  be  lost  in  carrying  out  what  work  is  considered  necessary  as  the 
Dee  and  Clwyd  River  Board  have  intimated  that  they  would  not  look  favourably  upon 
further  residential  building  in  the  district  until  satisfactory  arrangements  for 
sewage  disposal  are  in  hand. 

REGISTERED  COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES-  There  are  no  registered  common  lodging  houses 
in  the  Rural  District.
